A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 
(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103 which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office 
action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person, which qualifies 
as prior art only under subsection (f) or (g) of section 102 
of this title, shall not preclude patentability under this 
section where the subject matter and the claimed invention 
were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same 
person. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
obvious over Balatoni, Asai, Torii, or Podola. 

All show compositions of polyurethane, polyvinyl chloride, 
and plasticizer such as dioetyl phthalate. Claims 1-26 lack 
novelty. Any difference would be obvious. It would be obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to formulate composition of 
polyurethane, PVC and dialkyl phthalate within applicants' claims 
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in any of these references. It would be obvious to add 
conventional filler such as clay, mica or talc. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 



unpatentable over Balatoni or Asai or Torii Podola each in 
view of Downey or Ohachi or Geissler. 

Downey, Ohachi and Geissler all teach dialkyl phthalates 
within applicants' claims as plasticizers for either PVC or 
polyurethane. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to formulate compositions of PVC, polyurethane and the 
plasticizers shown by Downey, Ohachi or Geissler. It would be 
obvious to add mica, clay or talc to such compositions. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Pusineri in view of either Ohachi or Geissler. 

Pusineri discloses compositions of PVC and polyurethane for 
medical purposes. Ohachi and Geissler are both directed to 
medical purposes. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to plasticize Pusineri 's compositions with the dialkyl 
phthalates of Ohachi or Geissler.
